Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 1,336,945 to Dickelman. 

Regarding claim 1 , Dickelman discloses a bracket having first (21 on fig. 7) and 
second (20 on fig. 7) attachment portions at right angles to each other, where the first 
portion has a plurality of parallel, horizontal corrugations and, when the bracket is 
rotated 90° counter-clockwise, the second portion extends upwardly and inwardly from 
the first portion.
